■watered. When m bloom it will keep much longer in a cool atmosphere than in too hot a room. The sooner the bulb is planted, the sooner it will rewar 
^■ou with blossoms. When through blooming, remove from jar and store in a dry place. It can then be planted next fall in the ground for spring blooi' 
Ihe folio wmg season. j
